Former War Minister Was Re- 


garded as the Saviour of Paris 
—Hero of Battle of Marne 


PARIS. May *27.—General Joseph S. 


Gallieni. former minister of war. died 
at Versailles today. 
The death of Gen. Gallieni, while not 


unexpected, created a profound impres- 
sion as he was idolized by the French 
people, particularly, the poor.who re- 
garded him as the saviour of Paris 
during the critical days^ of August.- 
1314. 
His funeral will be the occasion 


of a notable military and civil demon- 
stration.

would penalize the farmers and dis- 
courage the milk industry was efiec- 
ive. Experts were lined up on either

)ill, being the head of the state board 
of health, while local boards of health 
were in many instances lined up in 
opposition. The Massachusetts far- 
mers feel that such a measure would 
place them at a very serious disad- 
vantage' in competition with the milk 
producers of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. 


The closing of the recent milk agi- 


tation recalls the much discussed veto 
of Governor Walsh, who asserted that 
what the state needs most Is not new 
regulations jut the enforcement of ex- 
sting regulations. 
He was 
warmly 


commended by the granges and by the 
small producers, and the farmers have 
claimed that the bill just killed would 
have put the small dealer out of busi- 
ness while permitting the larger pro- 
ducer to put over inferior milk on the 
)uhl£c.

though none is so common as to form 
a .special class. 


What seems to be 
very 
necessary 


for the purpose of 
preventing such 


accidents is to provide as far as pos- 
sible against dangerous machinery and 
defective 
mechanism. When a 
new 


operator is put to work he or she 
should be thoroughly instructed as to 
any danger connected with the ma- 
chine to be operated and how such 
danger may he avoided. If this were 
done in ail factories the number of 
accidents would be 
greatly reduced. 


The safety departments established 
In some factories, and of which per- 
haps one of the best in the country is 
at the U. S. Cartridge shop, are rapid- 
ly reducing the percentage 
of 
acci- 


dents.

MILK BILL KILLED 


Once again the farmers of this state 


have won out in their opposition to 
the McLaughlin milk bill, which has 
just been defeated in the legislature 
by a vote of 118 to 05. The bill was 
most enthusiastically supported by the 
interests that have been back of many 
unwise agitations for the 
past five 


years or so, but again the plea thai it 
would penalize the farmers and dis- 
courage the milk industry was effec- 
tive. Experts were lined up on either 
side. Dr. McLaughlin, author of 
the 


bill, being the head of the state board 
of health, while local boards of health 
were in many instances lined up in 
opposition. The Massachusetts far- 
mers feel that 3-ach a measure would 
place them at a very serious disad- 
vantage in competition with the milk 
producers of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. 


The closing of the recent milk agi- 


tation recalls the much discussed veto 
of Governor Walsh, who asserted that 
what the state needs niost is not new 
regulations "out the enforcement of ex- 
isting regulations. 
He was 
warmly 


commended by the granges and by the 
small producers, and the farmers have 
claimed that the bill just killed would 
have put the small dealer out of busi- 
ness while permitting the larger pro- 
ducer to put over inferior milk on the 
public. 


The one regrettable feature of the 


present outcome is that it 
presages 


another agitation in the next general 
court- The nvilk business is now a 
political football, and there will 
be 


disorganization and uneasiness among 
the farmers and among the 
public 


until it is settled for good and all. 
It should be recognized at this late 
day that any bill which arouses the 
opposition of the farmers as a class 
is not in the interests of 
the milk 


business, and it would be an unwise 
law which in aiming at cleaner milk- 
would discourage an

the presidential campaign.

ocrats watch the republican situation 
with unusual interest, realizing that 
on the choice o£ a candidate will de- 
pend the course of t;ie campaign. 


Of those mentioned as 
republican 


possibilities, only two stand out prom- 
inently—Roosevelt and Hughes. Wher- 
ever the people have been 
able 
to 


show their preference, they have voted 
against the Roosevelt delegates, and it 
does not seem'that the great mass of 
the people are partial to the selection 
of the great trouble maker. Yet, the 
Roosevelt forces are strongly, organ- 
ized, and are highly vocal.

It this were 
done in all factories the number of 
accidents would be 
greatly reduced.

MILK BILL KILLED 


Once again the farmers of this state 


have won out in their opposition to 
the McLaughlin milk bill, which has 
iust been defeated in the legislature 
by a vote of US to 95. The bill was 
most enthusiastically supported by the 
nterests that have been back of many 
unwise agitations for the 
past five 


years or so, but again the plea that it 
would penalize the farmers and dis- 
courage the milk industry was efiec- 
ive. Experts were lined up on either 
side, Dr. McLaughlin, author of 
the 


bill, being the head of the state board 
of health, while local Boards of health 
were In many instances lined up In 
opposition. The Massachusetts 
far- 


mers feel that such a measure would 
Dlace them at a. very serious disad- 
vantage in competition with the milk 
producers of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. 


The closing of the recent milk agi- 


.ation recalls the much discussed veto 
of Governor Walsh, who asserted that 
what the state needs most is not new 
regulations but the enforcement of ex- 
sting regulations. He was warmly 
commended by the granges and by the 
small producers, and the farmers have 
claimed that the bill just killed would 
have put the small dealer out of busi- 
icss while permitting the larger pro- 
ducer to put over Inferior milk on the 
public. 


The one regrettable feature of the 


present outcome is that it 
presages 


another agitation in the next general 
court. The milk business is now a 
political football, and there will 
he 


disorganization and uneasiness among 
the farmers and among the 
public 


until it is settled for good and all. 
It should be recognized at. this late 
day that any bill which arouses the 
opposition of the farmers as a class 
is not in the interests of 
the milk 


business, and it would be an unwise 
law which in aiming at cleaner milk

The allied soldiers are bound to.have 


tho Germans suffer for all the atroC- 
ties committed In the northern part 
of France and In Belgium, for in thoso 
centres many children rtied the death 
of martyrs, while numerous old men 
have been shot to death. You are no 
doubt aware of the fact that the Ger- 
man soldiers are making use of dead- 
ly gas in the trenches, bvi't this poison 
is not effective now as it was in the 
early stages of the war. 
I can recall 


one incident when a charge of the gaa 
was directed In our trenches and a few 
minutes IfltvT the Germans advanced 
boldly, for they thought they 
would 


find dead soldiers, but for once they 
were given a great surprise, for in- 
stead of finding corpses they ran Into 
well armed soldiers and later retreat- 
ed with heavy losses."

tions. The lower map shows the Halo-Austrian frontier, where the Austrian 
offensive along the Italian front, whic-h began two weeks ago, assumed more 
and more the character of the German offensive at Verdun, The line be- 
tween the river Adlge (Etsch in German) and the river Brenta, which seems 
to have been (he. chief sector of the Austrian attack. Is between twenty- 
three and twenty-live miles in length and includes the Val I/agarlna anil the 
Val Suyana. The chief points of attack, according to the Italian report, are 
in the Lagarina, indicated by the Lroken line.

The children in Newark who have at- 


tended school for the past year or two 
on the all-year school itlan speak en- 
thusiastically ol it. The bureau inves- 
tigator asked the pupils in the seventh 
and eighth grades to write composi- 
tions telling why they attended school 
during the summer. 
Nearly all the pu- 


pils stated that the schoolroom 
was 


much cooler than the streets and their 
•corns at home; that they were glad to 
lave something to do besides running 
n the streets, and that they hoped to 
gain a grade or two by the time they 
were old enough for their work cer- 
tificates. Parents who were interviewed 
favored the plan because their children 
were able to get more schooling than 
otherwise. 
One parent said; 


'If there were no summer schools we 


would not know where our children 
are. 
They would leave home early in 


Lhe morning and run all over the city. 
Now we know that they are safe in 
the schoolhousc and in no danger uf 
being run over by automobiles or street 
cars." 


The attempt was made to find out 


how much time the children actually 
saved through the all-year schools. Ol 
271 pupils in the sixth, seventh 
and 


eighth grades, 25 made 
no 
gain, 67 


showed a gain of one-third of a year, 
59 a gain of two-thirds of a year, 87 
a gain of one year, and 53. a. gain of 
one and one-third years. 


It was found that the pupils in the 


all-year schools not only made more 
rapid progress through Oie grades, but 
maintained 
as 
good scholarship 
as 


One school physician stated that - if 


the children could go into the country 
and live a normal life with plenty of 
exercise he would favor this to keep- 
ing them in school, but since condi- 
tions are such that none of the. chil- 
dren who are in the tenement dis- 
tricts can go to the country,'the best 
place for them for four or live, houra 
a day is, in the schoolroom, on the 
school playgrounds, and In the school 
shops and gymnasiums." 


Wide interest in the Newark plan 


has been aroused in other cities, and 
t is expected that many of the teach 
ers and school oflicers who will attend} 
the meeting of the National Educatloujl 
issociaiton of New York in July will I 
cross into New Jersey lo see the N 
irk all-year schools in operation.
